SEOUL, Korea—Wl—U. S. Sabre 


Jet pilots today reported they shot 
oown nine Russian-made MIG 15 
jets, probably destroyed another 
and damaged two in air battles 
over North Korea. 


The Air Force also announced 


that Allied fighter-bombers hurled 
a crushing aerial blow at the Red 
industrial complex at Sinuiju, near 
the Manchurian border. Targets 
included an oxygen plant, an al- 
cohol distriiiery and a rope factory. 


The jet battle pitted an unan- 


nounced number of Sabres against 
more than 80 MIGS. 


The new figures raise the Filth

made within sight of the big Red 
airfields at Antung. just across the 
Yalu River from.Sinuiju.

High Court 
Rules Out 
Re-Hearing 


Decision Ends 
15-Month Fight 
To Gain Bench 


The Illinois Supreme court 


today dismissed a petition of 
Morey C. Pires and put an 
end to the Lee county state's 
attorney's 15-month fight to 
gain the circuit judgeship 
here. 


Pires' petition, which he said 


was filed by his attorneys without 
his knowledge, had asked for a re- 
hearing on the court's May 22 de- 
cision dismissing his suit which 
contested the election of Robert L. 
Bracken, a Republican who ran on 
the Democratic ticket, to the cir- 
cuit court bench. 


Ran Fourth 


A Republican, Pires had run last 


among four candidates and had 
lost to Bracken by 63 votes in the 
final canvass. Other winners were 
Judge Harry Wheat, Freeport, and 
Judge Leon A. Zick, Oregon, now 
holding court in Dixon for the Sep- 
tember term. 


Today's denial of a re-hearing 


exhausts Pires last apparent meth- 
od to unseat Judge Bracken. Not 
unless he changes his original suit 
will he be able to bring the case 
back into court. 


Pires, in that suit, had contended 


that certain ballots were improp- 
erly counted as votes for Bracken, 
the sole Democratic candidate in 
the 15th, judicial district. The Lee 
county circuit court dismissed his 
compaint and, on May 22, the 
supreme court upheld that de- 
cision. 


Question Validity 


Pires had questioned the validity 


of balloting in which some voters 
marked the Republican party cir- 
cle and also the square before 
Bracken's name in the Democratic 
column. 


Justice Albert M. Crampton, who 


wrote the May 22 supreme court 
opinion, said that such ballots cast 
a vote only for the Democratic 
candidate because it could not be 
determined for which of the two 
of the three GOP candidates the 
voter wished to cast his vote. 


Pires also challenged ballots in 


which the voter marked the Demo- 
cratic party circle and also for one 
or two of the Republican candi- 
dates. 


Crampton said that these ballots 


counted for Bracken as well as for 
the GOP candidates marked. 


Big Majority 


In the election, Judge Bracken 


rolled up a 1,600 vote majority in 
Lee county. July 2, Pires had filed 
suit asking that a recount of the 
five 
county district be called. 


Judge William Carroll, McHenry 
county, had dismissed the original 
complaint Nov. 7 and, on motions 
from Wheat, Zick and Bracken, 
he dismissed Pires' amended com- 
plaint Nov. 13. 


Pires had then appealed to the 


supreme court where it was again 
dismissed. Following the dismissal, 
a petition for re-hearing was filed 
which Pires said was a "surprise" 
to him. He said that his attorney 
had done so without first confer- 
ring with him.

Tug At Beard 


First the Reds knocked him to 


the floor and pulled him from wall 
to wall by his beard. Next they 
knotted a small rope to the beard, 
tied the other end to a hook in 
a wall, grabbed his legs and run 
until the rope snapped them short. 


Sometimes part of the beard 


ripped out. Sometimes the knot 
slipped. Several times he thought 
his neck had broken. 


Father Schyns said the Reds

SPECIAL SESSION TALK FADES AWAY 


That talk about a special session of Congress this 


fall, to deal with the high cost of living, was started just 
before Arnall resigned as price stabilizer, principally 
to stir lip the animals to let them know that the control 
of inflation was going to be a harder job. 


Agitation for the special session was apparently 


put out with President Truman's approval. 
But nobody 


now expects the special session to be called, unless things 
get a lot worse. 


The situation is that the farmers are being prom- 


sed steadier and higher prices, as part of the cam- 
paign strategy. Labor is demanding higher wages. In- 
stead of absorbing these extra costs, business is demand- 
ing higher profits while the housewives are demanding 
lower prices. 


The government's problem is how to achieve all 


these things at the same time. It can be approached 
only through some action of Congress. 
That puts the 


members of Congress on the spot. And. in an election 
year, politicians don't 'like to be put on the spot. 


So the special session talk will be allowed to die 


quietly, at least till after election. And it is freely ad- 
mitted a lame duck Congress wouldn't do anything about 
Inflation even if it were called back. 


LAWYERS C,AIX)RE IN OIL 


It is an old saying that every time you hit a lawyer 


in Washington, you hit the oil industry, which it ex- 
tremely well organized to handle its dealings with gov- 
ernment.

push for publication of the FTC report on the oil 
cartel was a charge that his state collaegue, Republican 
Sen.

report to show that U. S. wage-earners' families spent 


$400 a year more than they took in has been debunked 
by Boris Shishkin. an AFL economist. He points out 
that the survey covered 1950, which was an abnormal 
year.

COUGH BECOMES WORSE 


At first the symptoms seem like 


those for an ordinary cold—with 
•slight fever, running nose, water- 
ing eyes, and slight cough. After 
a week or 10 days the cough begins 
to become worse and the typical 
paroxysms of coughing set in. 


The fit of coughing begins with 


a series of 15 to 20 forced, short 
coughs without any breaths in be- 
tween. 


The child may get blue in the 


face and then take a deep breath 
of air which sounds like a whoop. 
Several fits of coughing often come 
one after the other until, a small 
amount of sticky mucus is cough- 
ed up, bringing temporary relief.

fleet, laid the proposition before 
Tito last week aboard the giant air- 
craft carrier Coral Sea.

of a special briefing, before the 
Coral Sea's sailors and aviators 
put on a demonstration of Ameri- 
can sea and air power. Tito was 
shown charts outlining how and

Bulgaria if Yugoslavia was at- 
tacked by the Soviet satellites.

Southern Conference competition. 


Oklahoma Powerful

U. S. Steel Boss Thinks It's Time That 
Labor, Management Improve Relations

F. Fairless expresses the concern 
of many people who have looked 
at union-management relations in 
this country and think it's time 
they were better. 


Fairless, president and chairman 


of the board of directors of the 
U.S. Steel Corp.. thinks organized 
labor and management should im- 
prove their relations by themselves 
before the government does it for 
them in a way they won't like. 


Fairless has just come through 


a blazing steel strike which cli- 
maxed a dispute that started with 
the CIO steelworkers last fall and 
worked its way up through federal 
agencies and federal courts to the 
White House and the Supreme 
Court. 


Now In Time 


In a speech last week Fairless 


said it was high time the unions 
and management tried to work out 
their problems with a minimum of 
government interference. He said: 


"The American people are pa- 


tient. But they will not sit by for- 
ever and permit strikes to en- 
danger our national defense, to 
impede our industrial progress and 
to wipe out the savings of thous- 
ands of workers, many of whom— 
in some cases—are not directly in- 
volved in the controveisy."
